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INTEODUCTORY  STATEMENT. 


Tlie  Annual  Report  of  tliei  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
1948  refers  to  a  year  of  changes  in  the  administration  of  inaiiy 
social  services  reviewed  in  the  Report. 


Most  important  amongst  these  changes  have  heen  the 
transfer  to  the  Hospital  lloard  of  the  Isolation  Hospitalsi  and 
Maternity  Home  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  transfer  to 
the  Local  Health  Authoritjy  that  is,  the  Wiest  Riding  County 
(Council,  of  the  Maternity,  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 


These  changes  have  involved  certain  re-organisation  of 
the  Health  Department. 

Reference  is  also  made  to  the  earlier  transfer  to  the 
County  Council  of  responsibility  for  Education  and  The 
School  Medical  Service. 

The  Medical  Officer,  previously  a  Avhole-time  Official  of 
the  Morley  Corporation,  noAV  holds  the  joint  appointment  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  MorleA^  and  DiAusional  Medical 
Officer,  No'.  14  Division,  TYest  Riding  County  Council. 

Additional  Medical  Staff  including  a  Avhole-time  Assist¬ 
ant  Medical  Officer,  has  been  appointed  by  the  County 
AuthoriH.

Healt]i  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  have  been  transferred 
to  the  County  Council  and  thei  establishment  of  these  officials 
increased  to  eight  whole-time  suitably  qualified  nurses. 

The  clerical  staff  has  been  increased  and  hold  joint 
ai)pointments  under  the  two  Councils,  the  agreed  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  the  clerical  establishment  being  five /  sixths 
County  Council  and  oiie/sixth  Morley  Council. 


AVilh  regard  to  the  Hosiptals  and 
l)roj.ected  date  of  transfer  was  July  1948. 
hoAveA-er,  accepted  an  interim  agency

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iNLarcli  31st.,  1949  and  it  was  on  that  date  that  the  adiniiiis- 
tration  of  these  liistitiitioiis  passed  to  the  Hospital  ]loard. 

The  Maternity  and  Infant  Wielfare  Servioeis,  formerly  run 
hy  Morley  Council,  were  transferred  to  the  West  Ividing 
County  Council  in  July  1948. 

AYitli  riegard  to  the  present  administration,  it  is  reported 
that  Bruntclitfe  Isolation  Hospital  has  ])een  closed  and  the 
Stah  transferred  to  other  Institutions.  (Irange  Hospital,  the 
Smallpox  Hospital,  remains  as  previously  under  caretaker 
supervision. 


Consequently,  there  is  no  Hospital  now  in  Morley  accepting 
cases  of  Infectious  Sickness,  such  cases  as  occur  now, 
requiring  Iloispital  isolation  and  treatmeint  are  sent  to  Sea- 
croft  Hospital,  Imeds  and  to  Snapethprpe  Hospital,  Wakefield. 


The  Maternitv  Home  continues  to  serve  the  needs  of  this

District  as  it  has  done  previously. 

TYith  regard  tO'  the  iMaternity  and  Infant  TYelfare  Ser¬ 
vices,  and  reference  may  he  made  henei  also  to  the  School 
Mteidical  or  Health  Service,  there  has’  keen  little;  change  in 
the  general  arrangements.  Such  changes  as  have  hemi  carriisd 
out  have  tended  to  increase  the  etticiiency  of  these  services 
either  !hy  extension  or  new  provision,  and  hy  the  augmenta¬ 
tion  of  2)rofessional  and  clerical  staffs.

Home  Helps- -Domiciliary  Service 

The!  Hoinei  Help  Scheme  has  continued  in  operation 
during  1948.  This  Service  is  now  provided  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  I^p  to  the  end  of  1948  the  services 
of  the  Home  Helps  were  provided  in  13  casies. 

Moi'e  recently  the  conditions  of  service  of  workers  in  this 
Scheme  have  bieien  impro>ved  and  higher  rates  of  pay  have  been 
introduced.  In  consequence,  a  larger  number  of  Home 
Helps  have  become  available.  Reifierence  has  been  made  in 
previous  Reports  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  persons 
to  carry  out  the  duties  and  undiertake  the  responsibilities  of 
this  Avork. 

At  jireisent  the  number  of  Home  Helps  has  increased  to 
the  equivalent  of  six  whole-time  Avorkers.  Although  chiefly

Health  Visitors — Home  Y isiting  For  Infants  And 

Mothers 

The  Staff  engaged  in  Health  Visiting  was  transferred  to 
the  West  Hiding  County  Council  in  duly  1948, 

The  approved  establishment  of  Health  Visiting  Staff  for 
Morley  is  eight  whole-time  Health  Visitors  (engaged  addi¬ 
tionally  in  School  Medical  work  and  other  duties  in  addition 
to*  the  work  of  maternal  and  infant  care). 


Tlie  present  i)()sition  witli  reg’ard  to  Staff  is  that  there 
are  four  whole-time  (comihiiiied  appointment)  Health  Yisitors 
and  Scdiool  Ynrseisi  and  one  Avholle-time  Scdrool  Ynrse. 

There  are  consequently  three  Yacancies.  The  present 
Staff  is  not  sufficient  to  carry  out  efficiently  the  home  yisitijig 
of  mothers,  infants  and  Amnng’  children.  Some  mieasnre  of 
relief  has  heen  given  hy  relieving  the  Health  Yisitors  of 
routine  duties  in  ante-natal  and  post-  natal  clinics,  these  duties 
being  undertaken  noAv  hv  the  domiciliarv  midwives. 

It  is  prohahle,  at  a  later  date  that  the  minor  ailment  treat¬ 
ments  at  present  carried  out  hy  Health  Yisitors  and  School 
Yiirses  in  the  Clinics  may  hecome  part  of  the  Avork  of  the 
Home  Ynr-ses.

Applications  for  admission  dropped  considerably  after  the 
war  and  then  after  a  period  commenced  to  increase  and  the 
increasing  demainl  for  accpanmodation  has  steadily  increased. 
A  large  number  of  married  women  in  this  district  are  employed 
in  the  Local  Textile  Industrj^  and  the  demand  for  accommoda¬ 
tion  comes  largely  from  married  women  so  employed. 

During  1948  the  accommodation  in  both  Xursesies  was 
fully  utilised  and  thei  waiting  lists  for  thesei  Xurseries  have 
shown  a  steady  increase  in  applications.

The  water  supplied  to  this  District  is  the  rainfall  on  hig-h 
inooilaud,i  collected  to  iin pounding  reservoirs,  Treated  and 
piped  to  service  reiservoirs  in  the  town. 

The  water  is  characteristic  of  rainfall  so  collected.  There 
is  a  marked  content  of  peaty  material  which  is  largely  removed 
by  precipitation  and  filtration,  this  process  improving  the 
apimaraiice  of  the  natural  vater  Avhich  has  a  dark  tint. 

The  natural  water  is  mildlv  acid  but  sufhcientlv  s,0'  to 

t.  t 

have  plumbo  solveiicy  qualities',  and  this  is  corrected  by  the 
addition  of  lime. 

At  the  points  of  the  service  reservoirs  the  water  is  treated 
with  choloi'ine  and  ammonia  and  to  an  extent  suflicient  to 
ensure  a  residual  cliloriiiiei  content  at  each  service  tap,  pro¬ 
viding  the  perio'd  of  holding  in  the  final  S'ervice  pipe  is  not 
longer  than  is  normal  in  domestic  circumstances. 

At  the  beginning  of  1948  there  were  5  domestic  premises 
only  (houses)  without  mains  water  supply.  Samples  W'eire 
taken  from  the  water  supplies  of  each  one  of  thesiei  premiises 
in  1948.  In  two!  cases  very  unsatisfactory  reports  were 
received,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  progress  was  being  made 
towards  providing  these  houses  with  a  supply  from  the,  main. 

In  the  remaining  three  cases  the  reports  were  better,  and 
so  far  these  remain  with  the  alternative  supplies 
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Tlie  pH  vahiei  of  tlie  mains  water  (safegaiard  of  p]iun})0- 
solvency)  is  recored  daily  in  tlie  Ilealtli  Department.  A 
similar  examination  is  made  in  tlie  Water  Department. 

The  samples  snomitted  to  the  Taiboratory  for  lead  content 
n  ere  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Itontiiie  sampling  and  examination  of  the  samples  has 
heien  cairied  out  as  in  previous  years.  Mosf  samples  have 
been  examined  by  Messrs.  Lea  and  Mallinder  of  Halifax,  (270 
in  1948).  215  samples  were  subjected  tO'  bacteriological 

examination  and  55  to  chemical  examination. 

Reports  on  the  bacteriological  examinations  showed  that 
()  samples  contained  1  B.Coli,  1  contained  2  ILOoli,  I  contained 
3  R.C'oli,  3  contained  5  B.Coli,  2  contained  8  B.Coli,  1  con¬ 
tained  13  B.Coli  and  1  contained  25  B.Coli  per  100  ml. 

Additionally  59  samples  of  mainsi  water  taken  b}^  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspectors  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  at  Wakefield.  Two  of  these  samples  contained  B.Ckli. 
In  one  case  3  and  in  the  other  13  j)er  100  ml. 

Two  further  samjdes  v'ere  examined  for  ])lnmbo-solvency 
which  was  found  to  be  not  excessive. 

Five  sam])lesi  of  well  water  were  examined.  Two  of 
these  samples  from  the  same  source  showed  180  +  and  1600 
B.Coli  per  100  ml.  The  action  taken  in  this  case  has  already 
been  mentioned.

Hodent  Conteol 

The  Health  Department  employs  one  whole-time  rodent 
operative. 

The  rec|uirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  luiTe  been 
carried  out  as  jtreviously. 

During  the  year  a  special  scheme  for  rodent  destruction  was 
organised  and  operated  in  the  Borough, 

Idle  scheme  provides  not  only  for  the  carrying  out  of  treat¬ 
ments  on  receipt  of  complaints  but  also  for  a  routine  search  for 
infestations  and  their  treatment  when  found. 

The  whole  area  has  been  divided  u])  into  small  zones  each 
of  which  is  inspected  in  turn.  After  the  inspection  of  a  zone, 
all  infestations  found  are  treated  at  the  same  time  in  an  eifort 
to  [)revent  the  driving  of  rats  from  one  place  to  another. 

In  addition  to  the  inspedion  and  treatment  of  these  zones, 
all  ])laces  of  s])ecial  risk  smdi  as  refuse  tips,  sewers,  sewage 
works,  etc.,  receive  s|)ecial  treatment  at  regular  intervals.

The  number  of  iinsatisfactory  milk  samples  shows  that 
there  is  still  room  for  much  improvement  in  methods  of  milk 
procinction. 

Theie  are  still  a  number  of  cowsheds,  mainly  in  the  oater 
areas,  where  structural  conditions  are  not  satisfactory'  and  diffi¬ 
culties  with  building'  materials  and  labour  have  tended  to  slow 
down  the  work  of  improving  these. 
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Whilst  good  buildings  and  modern  equipment  are  impor¬ 
tant  factors  in  clean  milk  production,  by  far  the  most  important 
tliifig  is  the  practising  of  good  clean  methods  by  the  farmer. 
Willi  careful  attention  to  points  such  as  the  cleanliness  of  the 
udders  and  flanks  of  cows,  the  proper  sterilization  of  the  milking 
pails  and  other  equipment  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  milker’s 
hands  there  is  no  reason  why  clean  milk  should  not  be  produced 
in  old-fashioned  buildings.  On  the  other  hand,  if  these  points  are 
neglected,  however  good  the  buildings  are,  the  milk  jiroduced 
will  not  be  clean.

The  year  has  been  noteworthy  for  the  large  number  of  milk 
retailers  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
obtaining  pre-bottled  Pasteurised  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Pas¬ 
teurised  Milk.  A  feAv  vears  ago  it  Avas  extremelv  difficult  to 
obtain  supplies  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  in  most  parts  of  the 
Borough,  Avhereas  noAv  it  is  almost  uniAmrsally  aAmilable. 

Biologic  al  Examination  or  Milk 

There  has  been  some  restriction  on  the  sampling  of  milk 
for  biological  examination  oAving  to  the  incapacity  of  the 
Laboratory  to  obtain  sufficient  guinea  pigs.  Each  area  Avas 
giA^en  a  quota  of  samples  for  the  year,  that  of  Morley  being  11. 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  children  sus¬ 
pected  as  being  due  to  infected  milk  Avere  found.  The  milk 
supply  on  inA^estigation  proved  to  be  tuberculous.  As  a  result 
representations  were  made  to  the  Laboratory  for  a  higher  sam]!- 
ling  quota  and  arrangements  Avere  made  for  samples  to  be 
accepted  from  all  sources  where  the  milk  Avas  sold  raw. 
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37  samples  Avere  taken  and  4  Avere  reported  upon  as  tuber- 
euloirs.  In  eacli  case  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Yeterinary 
(3ffi  cers  traced  the  affected  animal s^,  Avhich  AA^ere  removed  from 
the  herds  and  slaughtered. 

Adulteration  of  Milk 

59  samples  of  milk  Avere  taken  during  1948  for  the  detec¬ 
tion  of  adulteration.  One  sample  AAms  found  to  be  adulterated, 
Imgal  proceedings  Avere  taken  and  a  conviction  recorded.

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Hegulations  have  resulted 
in  considerable  improvement  in  the  hygienic  manufacture  of  ice 
cream.  Sampling  and  inspections  sIioav  that  the  regulations  are 
being  well  observed,  but  trouble  is  occasionally  experienced  from 
failures  to  cleanse  and  sterilize  equipment.  Up-to-date  ice 
cream  manufacture  requires  much  more  plant  than  Avas  needed 
for  the  older  methods,  and  the  advantages  of  heat  treatment  can 
easily  be  lost  if  subsequent  contamination  by  dirty  equipment  is 
allowed  to  occur. 


There  is  still  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  methods  of 
retail  sale  of  ice  cream.  This  is  especially  true  of  street  vendors. 
It  is  proposed  to  deal  with  this  matter  in  the  near  future,  and 
an  approach  is  being  made  to  all  street  vendors  to  require  either 
the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream,  or  improvements  in  the  design 
of  vehicles  so  as  to  prevent  the  chances  of  contamination.

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Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food 

During'  tire  j^ear  two  samples  of  meat  stew  from  a  canteen 
were  submitted  as  part  of  an  investigation  into  alleged  cases  of 
food  poisoning. 

An  investigation  was  also  made  into  wasliing  iij)  methods 
in  use  at  cafes  and  canteens  in  the  town.  Ten  samples  of  water 
in  use  for  washing  of  dishes,  etc.,  were  submitted  for  estimation 
as  to  their  bacteriological  content.  Three  of  these  were  reportesl 
ux)on  as  satisfactory  and  seven  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory. 

Two  cans  of  meat  lunch  were  examined  by  the  Public 
Analyst,  who  reported  that  there  was  some  degree  of  metallit^ 
('ontamination  of  the  product.  As  a  result,  after  consultation 
with  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Headquarters,  the  whole  stock  in  the 
hands  of  the  retailers  was  withdrawn. 

Two  milk  bottles  were  examined  by  the  Bacteriologist  fol¬ 
lowing'  complaints  of  dirty  bottles.  The  results  showed  that  the 
complaints  were  justified  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  to 
bring  about  an  improvement. 

Three  samples  of  sausage  and  one  of  whiskj^  were  taken  for 
the  detection  of  adulteration.  Two  of  the  sausage  samples  wei'o 
reported  as  adulterated.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  con¬ 
victions  recorded.

It  was  reported  to  the  Health  Department  that  afier  taking 
a  school  dinner,  some  40  children  had  exjierienced  sickness, 
diarrhoea,  and  other  symi)ioms  of  mild  poisoning. 


In  no  (‘ctse  tlie  condition'  considered  severe  enongli  for 
parents  to  call  in  IMedical  Practitioners. 

Tlie  inforination  was  acted  on  iininediately  after  receipt, 
l)nt  information  was  received  too  late  for  satisfactory  specimens 
to  be  obtained. 

Information  obtained  from  the  investigations  made  by  the 
Health  llepartment  suggested  that  a  minced  meat  pie  was  the 
(‘arise  of  the  outbreak.  The  meat  was  pre-cooked  on  the  day 
befoi'e  the  meal  was  taken,  and  allowed  to  remain  overnight  at 
a  temperature  suitable  tor  the  incubation  of  organisms.  iN^ext 
day  the  meat  was  re-lieated  in  the  meat  pies. 

Histories  were  taken  from  all  cooks  and  canteen  stalls  hand¬ 
ling  and  in  (xmtact  with  food.  Specimens  were  taken  from  everj^ 
member  of  the  stafl  and  submitted  to  the  Pnlilic  Health  Labora- 
lory  for  examination  and  report. 

Onr  imjniries  sho^^'ed  no  snspicions  illness  amongst  the 
.stah,  lint  it  was  foiiiid  that  one  worker  had  been  nnrsing  a  rela¬ 
tive  some  days  previously,  and  further  that  this  relative  had  suf¬ 
fered  from  slight  diarrhoea. 

The  stiecimens  submitted  were  examined  with  negative 
result  in  every  case,  including  the  case  above  mentioned. 

Adruce  has  been  given  on  the  danger  of  the  pre-cooking  of 
food  to  all  canteen  managers,  and  further  advice  on  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  absolute  cleanliness  in  a])j)licaiion  to  food  handling,  and 
further  instru(‘tions  given  for  the  immediatei  notiticaiion  of  ill¬ 
ness  amongsi  stall  concerned,  or  contact  witli  illness.

Tlie  liygiene  of  food  jiremises  has  continued  to  receive  nrin'h 
attention.  Hnring  1918,  all  jnemises  in  the  Hoi'oug'h  wliere  footl 
is  stored,  sold  or  handled,  were  ins])'ected,  recorded  and  where 
necessary  brouglit  into  f  ull  conijiliance  with  tiie  rfaiuiremen ' s 
of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  A(*t.  In  a  number  of  ca.ses  wliero  pie- 
mis'-\s  were  total  1\'  unsuitable,  informal  action  resulted  in  alter¬ 
native  tiremises  being  found. 
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Experience  lias  slrown  iliat  any  real  inijiroTeinent  depends 
not  onlj'  upon  improved  premises  but  also  upon  the  ('are  and 
attention  given  hy  those  persons  employv.d  in  the  food  trade.  Jn 
consequence  an  advisory  jiamphlet  on  food  hygiene  was  pre¬ 


trade.  Tlie  jiamphlet  emphasises  the  dangers  of  con  laminated 
food  and  exjilains  the  methods  which  are  necessary  to  prevent 
contaniination  occurring . 

‘The  pamphlet  was  exceedingly  well  received  hy  local! 
traders  and  received  also  some  notice  in  wider  spheres,  copies 
being  asked  tor  hy  Government  Departments  and  a  large  niim- 
her  of  Local  Authorities. 

The  work  is  continuing  verjr  activeh^  and  will  lie  further 
reported  upon  in  future  Annual  Reports.
